WORCESTER, Mass., July 17 (1 
A rocket designed by Prof 
Robert H. Goddard of Clark Uni- 
versity, in his experiments to explore 
upper air strata, was sent through 
the air in an isolated part of Worces- 
ter this afternoon like a flaming 
meteor, with a roar heard for two 
miles around. 

The noise was such that 
residents called Police Headquarters, 
saying that an airplane was shooting 
along afire. Two police ambulance 
scoured the section looking for vic 
tims and an airplane left Grafton 
Airport to aid the search. 

The experiment marks a climax of 
seventeen years’ work by Profesor 
Goddard to design a projectile that

Quimby Tells of Schemes Promising

Schemes in which the Clarke 
Brothers Bank would have shared 
with Milton C. Quimby many mil 


lions of dollars in profits which they 
seemed to promise were revealed in 
testimony by Quimby before Referee 
Lytell yesterday. For all their 
promise of untold profits, Quimby's 
promotions apparently never yielded 
any money, but the witness promised 
that he would be able and willing to 


pay $185,000 to the receiver within 
sixty days. 

Mrs. Philip Clarke and Mrs. John 
F. Bouker, who testified yesterda, 
told stories of simple living ani 
modest expenditures throughout 
their married lives. 


The four other witnesses at the 
hearing, all employes of the bank- 
rupt firm, appeared reluctant to re 
veal facts relating to the firm's busi- 
ness, and in the case of two this re- 
luctance drew sharp rebukes from 
the referee. Closely questioned by 
William St. John Tozer, counsel for 
the referee, one of the four admitted 
that a certain John Cutler, thought 
to be secretary to the New York

When it is 
ready to advance loans as provided 
by the act, the board will give public 
notice to that effect.

Officials Avoid Controversy. 


Influential official bodies like the 
International Chamber of Commerce 
and the economic committees of the 
League of Nations have carefully 
avoided any appearance of partici- 


pating in the present controversy. 
The leaders of these organizations 
seem to have confidence in the fair- 
ness and farsightedness of ,President 
Hoover, and predictions are now be- 
ing made that when the new Ameri- 
can tariff bill finally becomes law it 
will be found to be much less harm- 
ful,to European trade than was at 
first indicated. 

The failure of the recent Amster- 
dam congress of the International 
Chamber of Commerce to adopt even 
the mildest of tariff resolutions was 
really due to the fact that there 
exists today too many countries 
where business men cannot honestly 
support appeals for reduced tariffs 
because they are themselves trying 
to raise them at home. 

In private conversations with their 
European business friends, many 
American industrial leaders who are 
now in Europe have pointed out 
frankly that the United Sthtes, of all 
nations, cannot be singled out for its 
policy of protection. France, Spain, 
Italy and, to an increasing extent, 
Great Britain, all have ! protective 
tendencies, especially the three coun- 
tries first named. The same Ameri- 
cans have also asserted that no coun- 
trv can in fairness object to another 
country's effort to protect those of 
its industries which are seriously en- 
dangered by foreign competition. 
This, it was stated, is an unques- 
tioned right of all nations and one 
that has been widely exercised in 
Europe.

‘Attorney Declares That 106,000 
Applications Await Action— 
Capacity 45,000 a Year.

While the United States Patent 
| Office is able to issue only 45,000 
patents annually, there are at pres- 
,ent 106.000 applications awaiting ac- 
tion in that office, Ford W. Harris, 
|Los Angeles attorney, declares in a 
|syr-posium on ‘Industrial and Engi- 
jneering Chemistry," 
|the American Chemical Society. 
Mr. Harris says that ‘‘a new vision 
of the _ office's -pabilities’’ is 
needed. ‘‘The patent system,’’ he 
writes, ‘‘is not a pauper seeking alms 


from industry. The patent system is 
industry. It should render service. 
Obviously, the Patent Office should 
|do its work and it should be given 





the personnel and money to make 
this possible. As long as it merely 
|does this work, however, it will 


merely be a bureau, a temporary 
refuge for the aspiring patent law- 
yer, and a haven of refuge for the 
incompetent.”’ 

Mr. Harris deplores that the office 
has been allowed ‘‘to sink into its 
present condition,”’ and emphasizes 
thet while agriculture has been gen 
erousiy subsidized by the govern- 
ment “industry has pretty much | 
| fought its own battles.’’ He also de- 
plores court co ditions, saying: 
“Congress dumps into these courts 
the garbage of prohibition. It pro- 
vides no more judges and no addi- 
tional machinery.

Three Mayors to Attend. 

The large crowd anticipated is ex 
pected to be distinctive as fight 
crowds have come to be for present 
day bo..ts of importance.

Boston and Mayor Hague of Jersey 
City. 

The bouts will not he broadcast 
over the radio. In this respect the 
precedent. set at the recent Max 
Schmeling-Paulino bout is being ob 
served out of a desire to avoid inter- 
fering with the attendance and re 
ceipts.

The in 
termediate prices are $3.15, $5.25 
$7.35 and ‘$10.50, all including tax. 

Odds yesterday favored Loughran 
at 7 and 7% to 5. Not a few follow-

'Two New Ships of United States Lines 


| To Be the Largest and Fastest Afloat

BOSTON, Mass., July 17.—Within 
three years two ‘“‘master” ships, each 
flying the American colors and the 
house flag of the United States 
Lines, Inc., will be sailing the North 
Atlantic as the largest and fastest 
ships afloat, according to Joseph A. 
Sheedy, president of the operating 
company, who arrived here today on 
the Leviathan, 

Early in 1930, he sald, the keels 


will be laid in Philadelphia, Newport 
News or Camden, N. J.. Each ship, 
he said. will cost $25,000,000 and each 
will be “larger than any vessel now 
afloat or contemplated,” and will 
embody new ideas of design, mechan- 
ism and appointment. 

Mr. Sheedy also outlined plans for 
a& passenger and freight service, 
“‘which will be the peer of any now 
in operation in America or in Eu- 
rope.”” He spoke of his company’s 
bid for eighteen freighters of the 
America France and American Dia- 
mond Lines. If the bid is accepted 
the ships may be converted into 
cabin class ships, on which students 
and tourists can cross to Europe 
cheaply, he said. 

He outlined the possibilities of 
greatly increasing terminal facilities

Not a Drought Yet, Says Scarr. 


Records at the Weather Bureau 
show that New York has experienced 
much longer dry periods. Forecaster
